The “Tribune” on the Bar. 


Everyone must regret the circumstance of a 
fine war frigate getting aground at the mouth 
of the Fraser, whether the accident may be at- 
tributable to the absence of proper channel marks 
or to the inability, mismanagement or, what is 
still: worse, design on the part of the pilot. The 
Tribune left here on Saturday evening, and in 
attempting to go out got aground a considerable 
distance to the north of the buoys which mark 
the north side of the channel! From that posi- 
tion she floated off and, after crossing the shoul- 
est part of the bar, she took ground heavily 
on the south side Gf the channel—abont a. eable’s 
length south of the southern channel line, where 
she remained ap till last night. She was light- 
ened, the Otter on her way down on Wednesday 
taking part of her guns ani stores, and the gun- 
boat Forward afterwards taking down more, 80 
that it is presumable she would float off with the 
flood tide last night. We do not care to repeat 
the thousand and one rumors and surmises to 
which this accident bath given birth.

Medical Coroners.

A Coroner’s Inqnest was held on Tharsday 





upon the body of a little girl, two years and four 
months old, the daughter of Mr. Cary of Sapper- 
ton, who died on Sunday morning rather sud- 
denly. The circumstances, without troubling 
the reader with a detailed report of the evidence 
were briefly as follows: On Tuesday the 14th, 
the little girl in question was left in charge of 
Mr. Smith, Draggist. On Saturday morning 
she was taken ill with what appeared to be. dys 
entery, passing blood during the: day. Dr. Mc- 
Pherson was called in about 5 o’clock and pre- 
scribed two tea-spoonsful of castor vil and 2 drops 
of laudannm. Mrs. Cary was sent for in the 


evening and she expressed a desire to have Dr. 
Oliver called in. He was sent for, but not being 


found, Dr. McPherson prescribed two powders, | 


one to be given at 9 and one at 12 o'clock. All 
this time no serious appreheusions were enter- 
tained respecting the child ; two other little girls 
residing in the same house had been attacked 
very similarly the day previous, after eating a 
quantity of berries, but had recovered, and as 
this girl had also eaten berries on Friday it was 
thought to be a similar case. ‘fhe child appear- 
ed to be better about 10 o'clock when Dr. Mc- 
Pherson went out, and when he returned about 
1 o'clock on Sunday morning she was dead. Dr. 
Oliver was called in shortly after 12 o'clock, but 
the child was then so far gone that pulsation at 
the wrist had ceased and the action of the heart 
was so faint as to be imperceptible, The limbs 
were convalsed and the pupils of the eye dilated. 
Dr. Oliver administered.a dose of ammonia and 
camphor, but without any apparent result. He 
then administered a tea-spoonful of brandy and 
water every ten minutes, which was continued 
till the child expired, The impression daring 
the earlier stages of the investigation appeared 


| to be that the child had\accidentally taken into: 


| its stomach a quantity ofJaudanum, which caus- 
}ed death. This impression was, however, thor- 
oughly removed by the evidence of Dr. McPher- 
son, fully corroborated by that uf Dr. Jones, show- 
| ing that the symptoms were the very opposite 
| of those which would result from an overdose of 
laudanum or opium.. The Jury declined to have 
® post mortem examination on the ground that 
as there was no chemical appliances’ available 
sufficient for an accurate analysis of the contents 
of the stomach no practical benefit would. result. 
The Jury, after mature deliberation and an evi- 
dent desire to sift the matter thoroughly, arrived 
at the conclusivn that the child died from natural 
causes

The Colonist, in treating of this unfortanate 
event as a “naval disaster” states what mast, 
or ought to be, every man’s sentiment in Victo- 
ria. In its article there is no declared or as- 
sumed loyalty, as there is in the Chronicle. The 
article dues not require such gilding. The Col- 
onist’s version is compiled with unmistakeable 
care. Minute particulars are entered into.. The 
object is to give reliable information froni collect- 
ed data, and with the exception of a few inacen- 
racies (not unimportant) the account is « true 
one. In the Chronice’s ‘ Stranding of the Tri- 
bune” you must look well on to the end before 
the slightest information is given-on the subject. 
I find no fault with its writer if he should be 
anxious to make the most of Victoria, and point 
out the superior advantages of Esquimalt for ves- 
sels of the tonnage and dranght of the Tribune, 

Had the Chronicle stated that this accident 
confirmed the opinion of Admiral Kincome, that 
the channel of the Fraser should receive more at- 
tion than it does now ; that the buoys should be 
wore numerous, more conspicuons, and constantly 
inspected to enable vessels of large tonnage to 
pass through it with safety; had he added to his 
account the remark of the sailing-master of the 
Tribune ‘I have sounded the whole channel and 
there is 20 feet of water throughout, and with 
those precantions which are always taken to muke 
® channel conspicuous there is no reason why 
vessels should nut go to New Westminster,” had 
any comments like these been added, the article 
would have borne a hue which it certainly dues 
not do now. \But that was not aimed at. It 
cannot be read without disgust, and I fear its 
assumed loyalty will hardly conceal its simply 
personal and local feelings. Trath is sometimes 
of little value, provided (if only for a brief day) 
calumny and exaggeration are gratified. 

No one, with the slightést knowledge of the 
two services to which Governor Seymour and 
Admiral Kingeome belong, could pen such senti- 
ments as the following: -“ Governor Seymour 
wished to gratify the desire of a few people at 
New Westminster” “* Governor Seymour wenk- 
ly yielded to the wishes of the inhabitants of that 
selfish, dogmatic little town, and pressed the 
Admiraito let the Tribune go up.” 

The ibune left New Westminster on the 
18th. She touched ground soon after leaving 
the river prdper. At that spot (I say it on av- 
thority which will be known bye-and-bye) she 
ought never to have touched ground at all, and 
her grounding there was not the result of baoys 
being wrongly placed or not sufficiently conspicn- 
ous, After proceeding some way further she 
grounded on the bar, fifty feet from the outside edge 
of the proper channel and about two hundred and 
Sifty feet from mid channel, at a short distance from 
a buoy ; which buoy at high water on the 22nd 
was perfectly clear from the deck of the Otter 
and ought to have been so- to any pilot, who 
could see it from the bridge of the. Tribune. 

When the Otéer grrived it was not far from low 
water. A buat came off with Titcomb, the pilot, 
There was no “ flag of distress flying from the 
Tribune.” She displayed her ensign as osual, 
Capt. Swanson offered to lighten her of two 
hundred tons of gans and shot. His offer was 
accepted, and. by @ quarter after eight sev- 
eral tons of shot and shell, and thirteen main 
deck guns, were shipped with a safety and 
expedition which reflected great credit on ~ 
discipline and hearty exertions of the officers and 
men of the Tribune and Otter. At 8 o'clock the 
leadsman standing on the starboard side of the 
Tribune told me, in answer to an enquiry, that 
the water was 19 feet. 

An effort was made by the Otter to move the 
Tribune without success—her stern had settled a 
little. It was evident she required further light- 
ening, and greater power ahead to tow her from 
the bar on which she had been placed so secure- 
ly ; but from particular enquiry I can state that, 
whstevermay happen, the most has been made 
of it by the individual, whoever it was, who in- 
formed the Chronicle. There is sufficient ground 
for anxiety without exaggeration. | 

Let me not, however, be as sweeping as the 
writer above, He has done Lord Gilford jew 
tice. Lord Gilford has no blame on his shpol- 
ders. When a pilot is on board a ship it should 
not be forgotten that the captain and his officers 
have nothing to do with ‘the navigation of the 
ship, and the whole sibility rests on the pilot. 
The enquiry which will doubtless soon be made 
may relieve the pilot of blame. It may have to 
be laid, not in/part only, but entirely, on the pol- 
icy of the past, which studiously neglected 
navigation of the Fraser. But that direct com- 
munication with New Westminster by large 
mail ocean steamers and merchunt vossels, more 
than large enough to carry on a large commerce, 
and larger than any which entered Victo 
that this direct communication will be furthered we
